and  Thursday  nights.  A  boy- 
cott of  the  cafeteria  was  stag- 
ed February  7  and  8.  Although 
the  complete  facts  which  led 
to  the  protest  are  as  yet  un- 
determined, some  facts  are 
known. 

Several  freshman  women 
notified  the  communication 
media  in  the  area  of  the  boy- 
cott. Word  spread  quickly  and 
many  students  joined  the  pro- 
test. A  sampling  of  student 
opinion  revealed  almost  as 
many  causes  of  protest  as  pro- 
testers involved.  Wednesday 
night.  40-45%  of  the  dorm  stu- 
flid  not  appear  for  din- 
ner. Thursday  night,  atten- 
dance was  almost  normal  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  John  Boursy. 
Ironically,  the  number  of 
lunches  served  on  both  days 
indicated  an  increase  over  the 
number  normally  served. 

Mr.  Boursy  stated  that  if  all 
the  dorm  students  did  not  at- 
tend the  Thanksgiving  ban- 
quet, one  could  hardly  expect 
maximum  attendance  at  the 
mid-week  dinners.  "With  dates, 
diets  and  part-time  jobs,  we 
never  have  100%  attendance." 
he  said. 

SGA  immediately  disclaim- 
ed any  connection  with  the 
boycott  stating  that  it  was 
illegal  and  improper.  On  sev- 
eral previous  occasions,  the 
food  committee  of  SGA  has 
dealt  quickly  and  efficiently 
with   any   problems   arising   in

Their     inspiration      was      well  j 
chosen,   it  ranged  from   classi- 
cal    Chopin    to    contemporary 
Herb  Alpert.  Their  interpreta- 
tion    may  also  be     considered 
good,   but  only  in  the   eyes  of 


the  doer.  Rather  than  convey- 
ing an  expression  of  inner 
motivation  and  graceful  body 
movements,  their  hesitant 
choreography  seemed  more  of 
an  excuse  for  personal  exhibi- 
tion. 

Two  performances  by  a 
dance  teacher,  were  the  only 
selections  worth  watching. 
This  teacher  and  one  of  her 
students  each  did  a  different 
solo  dance  number  to  the  same 
piece  of  music,  and  then  com- 
bined the  two  variations.  The 
result   was   gratifying. 

To  be  successful  in  a  dif- 
ficult and  exacting  field  as 
modern  dance,  one  must  de- 
vote much  time  and  practice  to 
it.  This  sign  of  professionalism 
was  not  evident  in  the  per- 
formances of  Miss  Thompson's 
company.

Those  students  who  anonymously  called  for  a  boycott  of 
the  dorm  cafeteria  have  dealt  a  serious  blow  to  representative 
student  government.  Their  public  course  of  action  to  remedy 
the  alleged  situation  was  taken  without  first  exhausting  the 
governmental  mechanisms  that  are  built  into  our  system  of 
student  government. 

S.G.A.  has  a  standing  committee  which  is  ready  to  in- 
vestigate any  complaints  brought  to  them.  It  is  then  the  com- 
mittee's responsibility  to  make  recommendations  to  the  council 
concerning  action  to  be  taken.  This  committee  has  previously 
demonstrated  its  concern  by  acting  promptly  when  notified 
of  problems  by  dorm  students. 

Irresponsible  is  the  only  term  that  describes  the  actions 
of  these  students.  They,  however,  were  followed  by  a  larger 
number  of  fellow  students  who  supported  their  venture.  Here 
is  the  tragedy  in  this  whole  episode.  Only  last  December,  the 
S.G.A.  petitioned  the  administration  for  an  extra  week  of 
Christmas  vacation  in  their  behalf.  Their  representatives  are 
jointly  working  with  the  faculty  on  a  proposed  code  of  con- 
duct and  maintain  an  office  and  staff  to  serve  the  students. 

What  happened?  Did  these  individuals  suddenly  believe 
that  their  elected  government  became  pawns  of  the  adminis- 
tration? Or  was  it  because  of  impatience  and  the  need  to  act 
in  any  manner  rather  than  utilizing  the  sometimes  slower 
apparatus  of  government? 

Let  us  remember  that  we  support  the  governmental  pro- 
cedure only  when  we  are  willing  to  adhere  to  its  adopted  pre- 
cepts in  time  of  disagreement  with  these  precepts.  If  these  stu- 
dents have  grievances,  they  have  every  right  to  seek  redress 
of  these  grievances.  But  not  by  disparaging  the  student  govern- 
ment and  acting  lawlessly!

Parkville,  Mo.  —  (LP.)  — 
Park  College  students  now 
share  in  making  administra- 
tive and  academic  decisions, 
reports  Dr.  L.  Richard  Meeth, 
new  dean  of  the  college.  These 
changes  are  not  being  made 
under  student  pressure,  he 
states,  but  because  students 
should  legitimately  have  a 
share  in  the  kind  of  education 
they  will  receive  and  because 
the  college  believes  that  this 
is  the  best  way  to  teach  re- 
sponsible behavior. 

Students  will  serve  on  'ap- 
pointed faculty  committees, 
evaluate  current  members  of 
the  faculty  and  will  interview 
applicants  for  teaching  posi- 
tions, under  innovations  intro- 
duced by  Dr.  Meeth. 

Students  also  rate  non-tenur  • 
ed  teachers  on  the  basis  of 
observed  behavior  —  not  pro- 
fessional competence.  Ratings 
will  be  used  as  one  of  the 
factors  determining  salary  in- 
creases, promotions  and  tenure. 
A  student  interview  commit- 
tee, appointed  by  the  student 
council,  will  assist  in  the 
selection  of  new  teachers.  Its 
opinion  will  carry  the  same 
weight  as  that  of  a  faculty 
member,  Dean  Meeth  said.  The 
committee's  primary  purpose 
will  be  to  see  how  a  candidate 
relates  to  students.  Members 
of  the  committee  will  judge  an 
applicant's  approach  —  not  his 
credentials. 

Although  student  interview 
committees  are  not  as  yet  pre- 
valent, student  participation  in 
the  shaping  of  college  policies 
is  increasing  in  American  col- 
leges and  universities,  Dean 
Meeth  pointed  out.

— •  Many  educators  are  con- 
cerned that  collegiate  pres- 
sures often  operate  to  inhibit 
student  motivation  and  intel- 
lectual curiosity.  With  most 
colleges  consistently  raising 
standards,  a  student  often  feels 
the  stress  and  becomes  'gradu- 
ation-average conscious." 

As  a  result  he  tends  to  play 
it  safe,  takes  no  experimental 
courses,  sticks  to  familiar  sub- 
ject fields  and  may  fret 
throughout  his  whole  college 
career  because  of  low  grades 
received  during  his  freshman 
adjustment  to  college-level 
work. 

Stonehill  College  hopes  to 
solve  these  prevalent  problems 
through  a  new  grading  system 
recently  adopted  by  a  joint 
faculty-student  committee  at 
!the  college. 

The  major  feature  of  the 
new  system  provides  that 
freshman  grades  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  overall  gradua- 
tion average.  The  student  must 
do  well  enough  to  be  admitted 
to  the  sophomore  class  but  his 
marks  are  not  counted  in  his 
cumulative  average.  In  effect, 
he  begins  his  sophomore  year 
with  a  clean  slate  without  be- 
ing forced  to  live  with  low 
grades  that  he  might  have  re- 
ceived in  his  early  college 
days. 

Besides  giving  the  student  a 
fresh  chance  at  his  graduation 
average,    the   new   system   has 


tating  a  change  in  a  major  pro- 
gram. A  student  may  find,  dur- 
ing his  freshman  year,  that  ht 
prefers  or  has  more  aptitude 
for  a  different  program  than 
his  original  choice.  He  xiovr 
can  make  his  changeover  with- 
out being  saddled  with  any 
low  grades  resulting  from  hia 
initial  efforts.  This  could  be  a 
particularly  important  factor 
in  case  of  subsequent  applica- 
tion for  graduate  school. 

To  encourage  students  to 
experiment  with  courses  out- 
side of  their  major  field,  thus 
broadening  their  education  and 
allowing  for  the  exercise  of 
intellectual  curiosity,,  the  new 
system  also  grants  students  a 
pass-failure  grade  option. 

Educators  have  long  con- 
sidered the  freshman  year  as 
the  period  of  greatest  adjust- 
ment to  college.  The  so-called 
"sophomore  doldrums"  are 
frequently  the  result  of  psy- 
chological problems  induced 
by  difficulties  encountered  in 
the  freshman  year. 

It  is  felt  that  Stonehill's  new 
system,  offering  a  fresh  start 
at  the  sophomore  level,  will 
provide  a  psychological  lift  to 
counteract  this  normally  dif- 
ficult college  phase.  The  stu- 
dent's sense  of  participation 
will  be  greatly  strengthened 
as  he  recognizes  that  he  has 
more  selectivity,  that  he  can 
explore  subject  fields  with 
relative  freedom  and  that  ha 
can  make  a  change  in  pro- 
gram without  being  penal- 
ized.
